Recorder sets (Exemption from licensing requiicments) Rules, 
1985, after the words “Such equipment v.'ithout a licence 
from the Central Government the foUowing shall bo 
rnsertod, namely 

In the areas of Jammu and Kashmir, Meghalaya, Assam, 
Nagaland, Mizoram, Tripura, Manipur, Anmachal 
Pradesh and in the Jtnion Territories of Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep and Mioicoy 
Islands.
